Three hundred herbs aro used 
as medicines by the Chinese, but few of 
them sre important. Opium is never pre- 
scribed in China as 8 medicine, In the 
opinion of the Consul, thero is a field in 
China. for the American drug trade, but it 
should bo entircly in the hands of “the 
Americans, Poisons may be sold without 
restriction. Only a fow proprietary articles 
come from America, There is a good 
demand for yuinine and other tonics. 
Sudden changes of temperature and 
the great ammount of moisture in the air 
and the Inck of artificial heat in the 
houses make China an ideal place for the 
ante of cod liver of] emulsions and various 
remedies for lung diseas 8, Substition- 
is ‘rampant, and many Chinese drug stores 
deal in imitations of proprietary medicines 
and perfunes: Mr Wildnian, Consul at 
Hong Kong, says that whéen-he “loft San 
Francisco in 1897, Wakelee & Co , druggists 
of that city, asked him to take a.packnga of 
headache powder to introduoe 3 at Hong 
Kong. The -leading druggist infchat ity 
told Mr Wildman that they imported a 
mixture, in bulk from London and sold six 
powders for $1.50, three times the price of 
the Americun article. A syrup of figs, be- 
lieved to he an imitation, is sold in Hong 
Kong. Many of the drag stores there are 
run by Englishmen and Germans, who 
earry a limited stuck and_have ne scruples 
about substitution. Most of the medicines 
in Hong Kong are English. Even 
preparations are sont. through 
London houses.— National Advertiser.
